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Gold ana Silver in France. 

We bo not know that there is still 
anyone who is expecting to realize the 
sad results which were so freely pre- 
dicted as certain to fo.low the passage 
of the silver bill. Perhaps these de- 


lusions still linger; we know that 
though you bury a fool in a mortar his 
folly will not depart from him. We 
all see what has happzned here since 
the first of April. Gold has not di- 
mished but increased in supply, and 
the stock of both gold and silver in 
the country steadily increases. So does 
itin France. For the five months 
ending with May 31, 1873, the imports 
of gold, coined and in bars, into France 
were $29,000,000; the exports were 
only $3.609,000; so thers was an ex- 
cess of imports over exports of $25,- 
301,000. The imports of silver, coin- 
ed and in bars, were $15;336,000; the 
exports were $3,572,000, an excess of 
$12,314,000. | : 
It is remarkable how steadily this 
gain of both precious metals has gone 
vn in France; the stocks of both gold 
aod silver continue to augment, and 
the excess of gold continues to be 
reater than that of silver. France 
3 about $120,000,000 of silver in the 
bank, and about $180,000,000 in cireu- 
latien or hoarded by her people. Of 
this stim she had received $107 ,095,000 
from other countries within the three 
years ending with December last. Be- 
sides, she has coined during these 
three years $133,317,000 in gold. In 
a word, the supply of both: metals has 
been mcst ample. And silver, as is 
notorious, has been cheaper than its 
legal standard. Bat the gold would 
not flee away from before the white 
face of its rival. Oa the contrary, it 
insisted on staying and on augmenting 
itself to the tune of $117,000,000 au- 
nually. During the same period Eng- 
land has been coining only $10,113,- 
000 annually in gold, and exporting 
more gold than she imported What 
has been the rule in France will be the 
rule here also—it is the rule now.— 
Exchange. 
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Important Gold Discovery. 

Omana, August 20.—Telegraphic 
information received here from Fort 
Custer, Montava, dated August 18th, 
brings news of an important gold dis- 
covery in the Snow Range or Shoshone 
mountains, the distance to the dis- 
covery being 250 miles from Fort 
Custer. Wm. G. Hollins, formerly of 
Omaha but latterly of Deadwood, 
sends this news from Fort-Custer, at 
which post he has just arrived from 
the discovery, which he locates on the 
north Fork of Stinking Water river, 
in latitude 44 deg. 30 min., longitude 
The diggings are 
wonderfully mech. There have been 
only three men at work in the gulch, 
and they have taken out over 300 
pounds of gold in less than fvar 
mnths, using a hollow log for a 
sluice-box. It is known as the Whit- 
more Discovery. The best route is 
ths Union Pacific, thence to Camp 
Stambaugh, or Brown. This news 
has been looked for for some time, as 
these men were known to have gone 
thither quietly last spring und tlie 
miners have been on the lookout ever 
ince.

It is shown, and 
very exhaustiveiy, that S. Adams, J. 
Hancock, P. Henry, J. Brown Wm. 
Galileo and J. Bunyan lived and 
toiled so that a Kearney might be 
possible. Nine men are accused of 
‘intemperate language,’’ the earth- 
quake shock, the ‘‘volcano’s fire,” and 
“the coming storm” ald strength to 
the anthor’s riotous English, while the 
rich oligarch, knocked down with his 
own table, lies among the crumbs, 
smothered withadjectives, This breach 
of the literary peace is looked upon as 
the opening bray in Kearney’s cam- 
paign for the Presidency. The subject 
is, however, treated lightly—in fact 
Foot-lightly. 


The papers, while giving the State 
fair society good notices, and display- 
ing a desire to aida worthy institution, 
are gaining the impression that Reno 
is opposed to the races in Carson. We 
have vo objeciion to Carson succeed- 
ing, although we have received no fa- 
vors or consideration at the hands of 
Carson. There is no disposition to be 
unfair, except on the part of the Car- 
son managers. Reno will take her 
own part and meet the envy of the 
“‘Hub” without help. She will not, 
however, descend to any scheme which 
would hurt Carson without proper 
cause. There is no necessity for differ- 
ence, although the Carson suciety has 
tried to take advantage of every trifle. 
The managers of that institution can 
therefore push forward as loug as they 
keep on their own ground. If they 
want a contest, they will not have to 


beg for it. 
What is the matter with these candi- 


dates. They don’t seem to fight at all 
but affiliate with the greatest ease. 


_ The Eureka Leader says: 


We enjoyed a most pleasant visit 
with the Hon. J. H. Kinkead, who, 
in company with Genergl Connor, 
dropped into the Leader office this 
afternoon. The gentleman is a candi- 
date for gubernatorial honors, and 
promises to become a most formidable 
competitor in the race. Should he be 
so fortunate as to be selected as the 
stundard-bearer of the Republicans in 
Nevada, he will reflect credit on the 
party and render te wisdom of theiz 
Choice apparent. Mr. Kinkead is a 
gentleman of culture and eminent so- 
cial qualities, and we shall be pleased 
to meet him again.

SUGGESTION, 

The GazettE, in working up the 
case of Louderdale, who jumped or 
fell from a window at the county hos- 
pital, has no doubt suggested some 
defective points in the management of 
that establishment. In fact, this has 
been our object in giving the matter 
publicity, and we hope that a speedy 
change may remedy these matters. 
We tlhcrefore recommend that the 
Commissioners examine the question 
at their next meeting, with a view to 
making provision for such cases as that 
of Louderdale. In its examination of 
the case the GazETTE has not found 
any special instance of official neglect 
except in overlooking the inquest. 
We think there should be a padded 
room at the poor-house, and that the 
steward should have some authority 
in such cases, when he finds his own 
force insufficient. There is also, in 
our modest opinion, no geod reason 
why such accidents should be kept a 
profound secret by misrepresentation, 
while there are some excellent argu- 
ments in favor of a coroner’s inquest 
in such cases.

Constitution of the State of Nevada,

Artic_ge XVIII.—The rights of enffrage and 
ofice holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States, by reason 
of bis coler or previous condition of servitude.
